Then came the explanation of the suicide 
theory. Deputy Coroner Coots found that 
Rathbun’s death was due to laudanum_pol- 


son. Enough had been administered to kill 
two men.--But stranger still, no evidence 
of it could be found. The bottle was de- 
stroyed or lost. And then, for the first 
time, Ten Eyck was associated with the 
death of the man whom he claimed as a 
friend. This discovery was made on Fri- 
Gay. Twenty-four hours had passed since 
‘the well-dressed stranger who claimed New 
York state as his home bade the landlord 
farewell. 

In police circles it was believed that the 
drug was given to Rathbun without his 
knowledge. Then began the search for Ten

Rathbun was a private in the army and 


had been employed at various reruiting sta- 


Stations, among others at Litile Rock. In 
Sepiember he was sent to Pilattsburg, 
Y. On Aug. 6 he had married a young 
woman at Little Rock. 

After his arrest Rathbun said that at 
Platisburg barracks, N. Y., he and a cor- 
poral fixed up the plan to collect the $4,000 
insurance. fe said: *‘The plan was to 
‘slip’ a ‘stiff’ into the hotel and then vcet 
firé to the building after having ieft let- 
ters and papers of mine in the pockets 
of the ‘stiff’s’ clothes. Of course when the 
hotel burned we expected the stiff to be 
burned up, too, or. at least so scorched 
that no one could recognize him.”’ 

He says the corporal came to Louisville 
and under thelr agreement the corporal 
was to secure the corpse. 

Rathbun hints that the corpora! drugged 
the victim, if he was drugged. e says 
he does not know where the corporal is 
now. 

Rathbun enlisted here as Lou Root. gave 
his birthplace as Detroit, his nearest rela- 
tive as Brown of Debray, Mich., his 
trade as a printer and his age as 27. 


The Myth of 

Ten Eyck. 

At the police station Rathbun was put 
through the sweating process, and under 


pressure made the following statement, ac- 
cording to his inquisitors: 

“My name is Newell C. Rathbun, and my 
home is in Little Rock, Ark Several 
months ago I deserted from the army post 
at Plattsburg, N. Y., in company with an- 
other recruit by the name of W. H. Ellis. 
Ll soon lost sight of him, and went on to 
Little Rock. There I was married and afi- 
erward took out the insurance policies. 

“I came to Louisville about ten days ago 
and formed a plan to make the insurance 
company think 1 was dead, so that [ could 
collect the insurance. He fell in with a man 
who eaid his name was W. L. Ten Eyke 
in front of the Salvation Army headquart- 
ers in Louisville, and told him of my plan 
and he agreed to help me. Our plan was to 
obtain a corpse {rom some place, put it ina 
hotel in Jeffersonville and then set fire to 
the hotel, 

“While we were in Jeffersonville we took 
a number of drinks and Ten Eyke got 
drunk. I think his death was caused by 
drinking I put the letters addressed to 
me in his pocket and left. 1 did not kill 
him. I then came to Louisville and went 
the recruiting office and enlisted. My 
real home its in Detroit.’’ 

The police say that *"Ten Eyke'’ its a fic- 
tion: that Rathbun posed as ‘Ten Eyke,"’ 
and will yet confess the whole crime.’ 


The Two Men

From the time that the two men who 
registered as Rathbun and Ten Eyck reg- 
istered at the Falla City Hotel, Jefferson- 
vile, on last Wednesday evening, until one 
of them was found dead in his room, their 
behavior was regarded as suspicious. 

They made their debut in Jeffersonville on 
Wednesday evening. The contrast in their 
personal appearance was striking. 

The man registering as Newell C. Rath- 
bun was shabbily dressed, while the man 
who registered as William Ten Eyck of 
Watertown, N. Y., was better attired. Be- 
side the name of Newell C. Rathbun the 
shabby stranger wrote Little Rock, Ark. 

After supper Rathbun's whole appearance 
was changed. He had discarded the old 
and faded brown coat and vest for a new 
grap striped suit. Ten Eyck's valise bulged 
when he entered the lobby and some of its 
contents went to better the appearance of 
his friend. In a casual way, Ten Eyck re- 
marked to Landlord Ogden that he met 
Rathbun in Little Rock “when I was up 
egainst it and he befriended me.

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HYPNOTIST SAYS HE WILL GO 
INTO CATALEPTIC STATE. 


LEARNED FROM THE HINDOOS 


Experiment to Be Tried in Kansas City 
in Presence of Committee of 
Physicians. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 12.—Carl 
| Atheno, who gays he is a hypnotist, will 
\allow himself to be buried alive under 
'six feet of earth at 8 o'clock next Monday 
'night in the vacany let on the northeast 
corner of Eleventh and*Wyandotte streets, 
‘and if he succeeds in his experiment he 
will remain underground for six days and 
five rights. Atheno says he has performed 
the experiment successfully just 50 times 
‘tm this country and is mot associated with 
any other persons in the practice of hyp- 
notism. He has been around the world 
twice and says he learned how tuo relapse 
‘into @ cataleptic state from the Hindoos 
of India. 

“There is no fake about my exhibition,” 
said Atheno,. “I will be placed in a pine 
coffin 6 feet 8 inches long, 2 feet 4 inches 
leep and 2 feet 4 inches wide, containing i44 
cubic feet of air. Just before I am placed 
in the coffin I will go into a cataleptic 
State and will not regain consciousness 
until six days and five nights have passed. 
At the end of that time the coffin will be 
taken out and the striking of an alarm 
clock will restore me to consciousness. To 
prove that my demonstration is not a ‘fake’ 
i will have a committee of physicians place 
me in the box and bury me. In order that 
the interior of the coffin may be seen at 
any time a tube reaching from the coffin 
to the surface of the ground will be placed 
just over my face, over which a brilliant 
electric ‘ight will shine. As the coffin will 
have a giass top there will be no air ad- 
mitted trom the tube unless an accident 
happens and T awake, and in that event the 
giass will be broken.”’ 

Atheno will give the experiment, he says, 
in order to organize a society for psycho- 
logical research. Atheno says he has been 
buried in New York, Chicago, Boston, 
Louisville, Cleveland and many other large 
cities. in the United States. He has not 
given the demonstration for 18 months. 
He is only 27 years old and has been a hyp- 
notist since he was 15 years of age. He 
fays he will take no food or water during 
the time he is under the ground, and that 
he will be in a state of suspended anima- 
tion. The feat, he decalres, is the same as 
that performed by the Hindoo fakirs who 
remain buried alive for 40 days and nights

Defendants Were Charged With Blow- 
ing Up Cable Conduit During 
Street Car Strike.

Division No. 2 of the Supreme Court this 
merning affirmed the judgment of the St. 
Louis court, sentencing Morris Brennan and 
Fred Northway to the penitentiary for ob- 
structing the tracks of the street railways 
of St. Louis during the big .:trike there. 
Northway gets eight years in ine peni- 
| tentiary and Brennan gets 10 vears. 

Judge Gantt wrote the opinion in which 
ithe court says it found the evidence suf- 
ficient to convict the defendants, for it was 
a case of two men tearing up property be- 
longing to other parties. 

Concerning the charge by the attorneys 
for the defendants that the trial court re- 
fused certain instructions to the jury, the 
Supreme Court says: - 

“We have uniformly ruled that where the 
court has properly instructed the jury it is 
not error to refuse other instructions, even 
though they state correct principles of law, 
and we have often deprecated the muliti- 
plying of instructions.’’ 

No reversable errors having beeen found 
| in the trial of these cases, the Supreme 
i'Court affirmed the judgments and Brennan 
‘and Northway must go to the penitentiary 
to serve out their sentences.

STREET CARS MUST STOP. 


It is fortunate that at this time, when Judge Sidener has, dis 
charged a citizen who resorted to violence to stop a street car, 
that Stenographer Dow of the City Counselor's office calls atten- 
tion to the fact that there is a legal remedy. 

Section 176 of the general ordinances reads, in part, as follows 

“It shall be the duty of every driver, motorman, g:ipman, 0 
other servant running any car to bring his car to a full stop a 
the corners of the streets as hereinbefore provided, whenev:r 
requested, signaled or motioned by any person standing at sucl 
appropriate corner desiring to board such cars, or by the con- 
ductors of such cars, or whenever so requested, s'gnaled or or- 
dered by the conductor or any passenger on such cars desiri: g 
to leave such cars, and in every instance such cars shall remali) 
stationary for a sufficient length of time to enable such passen- 
ger safely to board or leave such cars.”’ 

The next section provides a penalty by fine of from $5 to $100 
for each violation.
